Artificial Silk 


When we gate on a great forest 
tree itis not easy to visualize it in 
terms of rich cloth and silken raiment 
And-yet man, not content with silk, 
cotton, wool, linen ard a number ot 


lesser sources of clothing material, 
ngéw employs wood for the manufac 
ture of the latest textiles—artifictal 


silk, or rayon, as it is called by the 
trade The basis of all artificial silk 
is celltiose, and cellulose is the prin 
cipal constituent of wood. 

As long ago as 1889, Count Hilaire 
de Chardonnet produc artificial silk 
commercially, but it has taken many 
years of incessant labor to bring the 
various. prove:ses to that stage of 
perfection which ts essential to com- 
mercial success. That the industry 
has now become a great undertaking! 
is shown by the fact that the world’s 

. production in tons has arisen from 
7.500 in 1909 to an estimated 100,000 
for this year. 

The general principte underlying the 
manufacturing methods is the treat- 


ment of the cellulose with chemical’ 


reagents to give a gelatinous solution 
which can be forced through a num- 
ber of minute nozzles into a bath of 
solution (or in one process into alr). 
This solution causes the coagulation 
of the lHquid emerging from the nozzles 
and thus creates the actual filaments 
of artificial silk, though the material 
has to pass 
stages, varying with ihe process, be- 
fore it finally emerges as that gilst- 
ening trangparent gossamer to which 
we are. now so accustomed, but which 
would have amazed many a nineteenth 
century grandmother.

OW that the Dominion elee- 
tion has passed into history,
